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Rape, as defined by a recent Random House 
dictionary, is "the refuse of grapes, after the 
juice has been extracted, used as a filter in 
making vinegar." True, that's only one(uncommon) 
definition, but there's no doubt that repe is the 
pitter fruit of a society that regards the viola- 
tion of women as a minor evil, even as a source 
of perverse amusement. The myth that women "ine 
vite" rape, perhaps even secretly desire it, is 
a shameless perversion of facts, designed to con- 
tinue sexist attitudes for the personal gain of 
males, Men who practice rape are sick, But our 
society provides the climate in which the seeds 
of such behavior find much nourishment,..and 
endless stimulation. Condoning attitudes flour- 
ish in movies, TV, in the flood of pornographic 
materials, in the prevelant, highly acceptable 
(though largely unspoken) idea that it is proper 
for women to exchange their bodies for dinners, 
marriages, fur coats, etc, Millions of males 
who are hostile, aggressive, or who simply 
believe that as superior human beings they have 
a "right" to impose on "lesser" human beings 
make it impossible for a woman in America to 
walk the streets alone at night without a back~ 
tingline sensation of fear, Women have lived 
too long with fear.,..and they are sick of it,

inists. The strident tone that had prevailed at 
Some previous meetings was absent, and in its 
place was one of a quiet but deep anger.

Though laughter and bitter humor had a place 
throughout the Conference, the speeches and work-- 
shops concentrated on the serious business of how 
to raise the consciousness of women so that the 
barbaric aspects of a sexist society would one 
day be a thing of the past -- a day when whole 
women and whole men could live together in peace, 
understanding, and dignity.
